efficient system, might 
possibly appear expensive to 
some people, but the facts 
are just the opposite.

Excessive sweating during 
hot weather can be harmful, 
so drink a lot of fluids to 
replace those lost in per- 
spiration. It could mean the 
difference between 
tolerating hot, humid 
weather, and suffering from 
heat stroke, heat exhaustion, 
or heat syncope (fainting). 

Of the three, heat stroke is 
the most serious. It occurs 
most often during prolonged 
heat waves, and results from 
excessive heat stored in the 
body along with high cardiac 
output, and dilation of the 
blood vessels of the skin. The 
elderly who take diuretics, 
or who have chronic diseases 
such as arteriosclerosis or 
congestive heart failure, are 
most susceptible. 

In heat stroke the skin 
becomes hot and dry, 
because the sweating 
mechanism has broken down 
trying to cool the body, and 
the patient becomes uncon- 
scious. 

Emergency treatment is 
needed for heat stroke vic- 
tims, so call the ambulance 
at once! Treatment consists 
of immersing the patient ina 
tub of cold water or covering 
with cold towels or water- 
cooled sheets beneath a fan.

The second disorder, heat 
exhaustion, is the most 
common. It’s caused by ex- 
cessive sweating and not 
replacing body fluids.

The task force warned also that 
should the recommendations be in- 


should the recommendations be ig- 
nored, some day a ‘‘future riot with 
a potential of death and destruction 
far transcending the results of May, 
will again focus the attention of the 
public.” 

Governor William G. Milliken, 
who empaneled the task force to 
study the causes of lasi May’s 
prison riots at three state prisons, 
said he will use the recommenda- 
tions as a management tool to effect 
changes which need to be made. 

The governor also dispelled any 
thoughts of removing Corrections 


‘Department Director Perry John- 


son. ‘‘Under very difficult and 
trying circumstances he has done an 
outstanding job,’ Milliken said of 
Johnson. 

The recommendations began with 
overcrowding, which the report 
noted was misundertood. 

Problems of too many prisoners to 
a cell or crowded dormitories 
generally did not exist in those pri- 
sons that erupted, the report said. 

However, overcrowding does 
result in improper classification of 
prisoners - sending some to medium 
security facilities when they should 
be in maximum security - which 
damages security. 

The report also criticized staffing 
procedures and labor/management 
relations. 

Staffing should never be allowed 
below critical levels, guard positions 
should be considered part of a career

Final Task Force Recommendations 
On Prison Riots Released

provided, experienced labor person- 
nel be hired - especially at Southern 
Michigan Prison at Jackson - the 
report says. 

It also urges improved training, 
which includes minimam education 
requirements, psychological testing, 
expanded classroom and job related 
training and continuous training. 

Former Supreme Court Justice 
Lawrence Lindemer, chairman of the 
task force, said an especially impor- 
tant recornmendation deals with 
restoring some sort of good time 
reward system. 

The task force unanimously felt 
that the 1978 adoption of good time 
repeal - preventing prisoners from 
having any part of their sentences 
reduced for good behavior - hurt 
management of the prisons. 

Johnson said the department was 
looking at some options, including 
one where prisoners serving long 
sentences could have their sentence 
commuted by the governor for good 
behavior. 

The report also concluded that 
Jackson prison - the world’s largest 
walled prison - should be divided in- 
to autonomous institutions, each 
with a separate warden and staff. 

Aliso recommended that staff and 
guards get additional education on 
black, urban experiences to help 
eliminate racism between staff and 
prisoners; that automatic appeal of 
prisoner grievances to circuit court 
be eliminated; more segregated and 
detention cells be created; and the 
food service be improved, the 
prisons kept clean and staff dress 
codes be enforced. 

Milliken said there may be diffi- 
culties in getting public acceptance 
for the proposals. 

He also said he did not know how 
much the proposals would cost or 
where funds for them could be 
found, but said they would have a 
high priority.

NOTICE OF HEARING FOR AUTHORITY TO REVISE 
RESIDENTIAL CONSERVATION PROGRAM SURCHARGE 


Oi May 27, 1981, the Michigan Public Service 
Commission (Commission) issued its Opinion & Order 
authorizing Michigan Consolidated Gas Company 
(Consolidated) to implement a program for the conser- 
vation of natural gas pursuant to 1978 PA 211, MCLA 
460.6c, and the Commission's Residential Conservation 
Standards, 1979 Michigan Administrative Code, 
R 460.2401 et seq. The Opinion & Order established a 
uniform surcharge of 6.0091 per Mcf applicable to all 
rate schedule sales of natural gas, and directed Con- 
solidated to file updated sales and program cost data 
for purposes of revising the surcharge. The Opinion & 
Order also authorized Consolidated to form a wholly 
owned subsidiary, MichCon Conservation Company 
(Conservation Company), for purposes of implementing 
the conservation program, and directed Consolidated to 
submit the final form of contract between Consolidated 
and Conservation Company synchronous with the sur 
charge revision filing. 

In accordance with the Opinion & Order dated May 
27, 1981, Consolidated filed an application on June 30, 
1981 for authority to revise the level of the uniform 
surcharge. Consolidated and Conservation Company 
estimate that costs totalling $1,906,000, including ex- 
penses of the 1979-1980 field test of certain conservation 
measures, will be incurred for the period ending May 
31, 1982. Consolidated further estimates that the initial 
surcharge authorized by the Cormmission will produce 
$491,000 of surcharge revenue through the period ending 
August 31, 1981, leaving $1,415,000 to be recovered 
during the period September 1981 through May 1982. 

Consolidated estimates that rate schedule sales of 
natural gas will total 829.7 Bef for the period September 
1981 through May 1982. Based upon the sales and cost 
estimates, Consolidated proposes that the conservation 
surcharge for the program be set at $.00043 per Cef 
($.00042 per therm), to be included in the billed com- 
modity charge for gas consumption until subsequently 
revised by the Commission. Consolidated estimates that 
the proposed revision would decrease the annual bill of 
a residential heating customer using 175 Mcf per year 
by approximately $0.84. 

Consolidated proposes that subsequent hearings to 
be held for reconciliation of surcharge recoveries and to 
establish future surcharges be coordinated with the sur- 
charge reconciliation process to be implemented for Con- 
solidated’s Michigan Residential Conservation Service 
(MRCS) Program, Consolidated contends that said proc: 
ess will reduce administrative burden and expense. 
Specifically, Consalidated requests that the following 
procedure be adopted: . ; 

a. On or about July 1, 1982, Consolidated would file a 

report of the actual costs and revenues recorded 
in connection with the program through May 3, 
1982. 
b. Concurrently, Consolidated would submit estt- 
mates of program costs, revenues and sales for the 
subsequent June 1, 1982 to May 31, 1983 period. 


Dated: August 1981 
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c. After notice and hearing limited in scope to estab- 
lishment of cost and sales levels, a new program 
surcharge would be established. 

d. The surcharge established pursuant to the hear- 
ings would become effective October 1, 1982 and 
be in effect for the next 12-month period, 

e. Surcharge reconciliation during the remaining 
term of the program would be consistent with the 
foregoing procedures. 

Consolidated has filed written testimony and ex- 
hibits, including the proposed final contract between 
Consolidated and Conservation Company, in support of 
the request to revise the surcharge to recover costs 
attributable to the program.

For Centuries nations 
have depended on power 
diplomacy in their inter- 
national relations.

Looking for something dif- 
ferent to do on a lazy sum- 
mer day? Visit Michigan’s 
wine country, where good 
things are growing in some 
terrific scenery. Autumn is 
the harvest season, but last 
year’s crop has been proces- 
sed and is awaiting you in 
distinctive bottles and vary- 
ing flavors. 

Vineyards marching 
across the rolling hillsides of 
south-western Michigan tell 
you this is wine country, and 
the foliage is thick and ver- 
dant green. 

According to the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture, 
our state has about 15,000 
acres of commercial vine- 
yards, with acreage in- 
creasing each year. In 1980, 
those vineyards produced 
almost 100 million pounds of 
grapes, worth about $12.5 
million. Most of the crop 
goes into jams, jellies and 
juice. But about six percent 
is processed by Michigan’s 
wineries. 

Our state ranks fifth in 
wine production in the 
nation, and our wineries 
earned nearly 150 state and 
national awards in the last 
three years for the quality of 
their products. 

Tours, offered by all the 
wineries, are immensely 
popular with visitors. During 
the summer months, you'll 
see busloads of tourists 
every day. Michigan vint- 
ners are proud of their art, 
and delight in explaining this 
ancient craft to their guests. 
Visiting the wineries, you'll 
learn how grapes are 
pressed, how fermentation is 
controlled, what determines 

the dryness of a wine, and 
other interesting informa- 
tion. 

At some of the wineries, 
you can purchase snacks or 
luncheon, and at each you’re 
welcomed royally. Some 
also offer recipes for cooking 
with wine, and in each. case 
you'll have an opportunity to 
taste some of the different 
varieties. There are eight 
wineries in southwestern 
Michigan, others in the nor- 
th-western Traverse Bay 
region. 

St. Julian's, Warner's, 
Frontenac and Vendramino 
are located at Paw Paw; 
Bronte’s at Keeler; Tabor 
Hill at Buchanan; Lakeside 
at Harbert; and Fern Valley 
at Fennville. 

In the Traverse region are 
Boskydel on the Leelanau 
peninsula, Chateau Grand 
Traverse on Old Mission 
peninsula, and Leelanau, 
south of Traverse City.

One note which indicates 
how Michigan’s wine coun- 
try is spreading: St. Julian 
has just opened a new 
winery in Frankenmuth, 
heretofore considered navy 
bean and sugar territory. 

In wine country, you'll see 
manicured orchards alter- 
nating with vineyards, and 
those orchards portend the 
iate suiimier harvest of 
peaches, pears, apples and 
other fruits in season. 

Wines and fruits are 
natural partners, and here's 
a simple do-ahead recipe 
combining Michigan wine 
and pears. 

Peel six fresh Michigan 
pears, leaving stems intact. 
Combine 1 cup sugar, 2 cups 
Michigan port or sherry 
wine in saucepan large 
enough to accomodate Ue 
pears. Bring to boil, simmer 
a few minutes, then add 
pears and three slices of 
lemon. Reduce heat and 
poach gently until the fruit ts 
just tender, about 1 hour. 
Cool in sauce. Serve well 
chilled, with each pear 
placed on top of a crisp 
macaroon and garnished 
with cream which has been 
whipped to the consistency 
of a soft custard.

WHEREAS, Governmental units are no longer protected by 
the doctrine of sovereign immunity from tort litigation, 
resulting in liability coverage which haa, with greater frequency, 
caused municipalities to become targets for lawsuits; and 

WHEREAS, there are a growing number of communities 
who have been unable to secure bids for renewal of policies or 
have had policies arbitrarily cancelled, despite solid claims and 
low loss records and, thus, being forced into accepting whatever 
coverage was offered, regardless of premium cost, or having to 
face the potential of calamity inherent in being uninsured; and 

WHEREAS, the insurance carriers have indiscriminately 
categorized government as high risk class, primarily due to their 
luck of information and data on loss prevention and exposure 
identification, which if available would more accurately assess 
risk and equitably correlate to premiums. The lack of statistics, 
in view of the new legal climate, has made municipal insurance 
market appear hazardous leaving no avenue of defense for 
municipalities, Private sector agents can now freely dictate 
lasser line coverages, impose exclusions of vital coverages, and 
demand premiums that have become increasingly difficult to 
bear; and 

WHEREAS, there seems to be no apparent relief from the 
uncertainty in the private market, and, because many of the 
cities, villages and townships affected are unable to provide the 
funds necessary to be individually self-insured. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the City 
Council of the City of Grayling wishes to go on record in strong 
support of the Michigan Municipal League’s efforts to establish 
a mutual liability insurance fund to relieve the impact of the in- 
surance crisis on municipalities; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, THAT THE City Council 
of the City of Grayling desires to urge the Michigan Municipal 
League to take action on this matter on behalf of ali municipali- 
ties; and hereby directs the City Clerk to forward a copy of this 
resolution to the Michigan Municipal League,

Trail Ride 


EAST LANSING—4-H 
members wanting to test 
their horsemanship skills 
against the great outdoors 
may want to enter the an- 
nual State +H Competitive 
Trail Ride, scheduled for 
Sept. 1820 near Higgins 
Lake in Roscommon County. 

The ride will be held in 
conjunction with the ninth 
annual Open Competitive 
Trail ride sponsored by the 
Arabian Horse Association 
of Michigan. 

Competitors will check in 
for the ride Sept. 18. Begin- 
ning at 8 a.m. Sept. 19, riders 
will compete over a 40-mile 
trail on South Higgins Lake 
Road. Awards will be pre- 
sented at 2 p.m. Sept. 20. 

“The ride is a unique op- 
portunity for 4-H’ers to com- 
pete outside of the show 
ring,”’ says Dick Dunn, state 
4-H horse specialist. ‘It 
gives them confidence and 
builds trust between horse 
and rider.” 

The horses’ will be 
examined by a veterinarian 
every 12 miles and after they 
have completed the trail. A 
trophy and ribbons to sixth 
place will be awarded, based 
on the horses’s condition 
throughout the ride and the 
rider’s horsemanship.

Phoasant Hunting Regulations for 1981 


The Natural Resources Commission, at its meeting on 
June 12, 1981, under authority of Chapter 11, Section 1), 
Act 286, P.A. 1929, as amended (p. 243 of Laws Relating to 
Natural Resources, revision of 1977), and Sectiona 1, 2, and 
3 af Act 230, P.A. 1925 ip. 158 of Laws Relating to Natural 
Resources, revision of 1977), and Act 230, P.A. 1986, the 
Commission establish the following general pheasant 
hunting season regulations for 1981. 


Seasons 

Zone 1: 

In that part of Menominee County lying south of 
Highway US-2 and Delta County, south and west of 
Eacanaba River, October 10-20, inclusive. 


Zones 2 and 3: 

October 20 - November 1, incluaive. 
Bag Limits 

Zone I: 

The bag limit shall be restricted ta 1 male pheasant 
per day, 2 in posacasion, and 4 during the seasan. 


Zonen 2 and 3: 
Statutory bag limits shall apply -— 2 male pheasants 
per day, 4 in possession, and 8 during the season. 


Fheagant taken in any of the prescribed pheasant put- 
take areas shalt be included In the small game hunter's 
daily bag and possession limit.
